The Parks and Recreation Department 
(PRD) has concluded a thorough review 
of the two bid units - the TORO 580 D 
and the Howard Price 180. We have de- 
termined that the Howard Price 180 
mower submitted by Allen County Trac- 
tor does not meet the general perfor- 
mance requirements of the specification 
document. In addition, it does not meet 
the requirements outlined in the equip- 
ment section of the specification docu- 
ments. 


The Park and Recreation recommends 
the purchase of three (3) TORO 580- 
D's from Kenney Machinery. 


Performance: 


The performance and reliability of the six- 
teen foot riding rotary mower is crucial 
to the success of the PRD's newly reor- 
ganized mowing operation. The primary 
goal of "Grounds Section" is to mow our 
city parks ... better, faster and cheaper. 


"Better" - with vastly improved quality of 
cut provided by the 16’ riding rotary 
mower. 


"Easter" - the sixteen foot riding rotary 


out performs all turf mowing equipment 
now owned by the Park Department. 


"Cheaper" - because of the high perfor- 


mance and production of this machine, 
less equipment and man power is 
needed. 

For these reasons it was required that 
we include a General. Performance state- 
ment to the specifications and strictly ad- 
here to them. 

General Performance Specification: (Ex- 
cerpt from bid specifications) 

Mower must have sixteen feet width of 
cut minimum. 


Ability to trim less than an 18" inch circle. 


Leave an uncut circle of eighteen (18") 
inches. 


Trim around a 90 degree corner or turn 180 
degrees back on track with no uncut grass. 


Able to transport itself on city streets 
maintaining a speed of at least 20 mph., 
includes all lights, turn signals, horn, 
seat belt, and 2-post R.O.P.S. package. 


Field of view will be 360 degree visibility. 


Traction for operating on slopes to con- 
sist of an automatic hydraulic weight 
transfer system given to the traction 
wheels on demand. 


Mower decks to be rear discharge with 
leaf mulching capability. 


Engine is mounted behind the operator. 


Analysis: 
Howard Price 180 


The Howard Price 180 mower DOES 


.NOT meet performance specifications 


for the following reasons: 


Mows an uncut circle of 5 ft...not 18 
inches as specified. An 18" circle allows 
for improved maneuverability. 


The 16 ft. mower must be able to ma- 
neuver around trees, buildings, objects, 
etc, without difficulty. 


Will not make a 90 degree turn or a 180 
degree turn. Extremely important to 
mowing along fence lines, buildings, and 
in open fields. 


The specifications require turn signals 
and a horn. Howard Price offers flashers 
but no horn. The Park Department 
seeks optimum operator safety while 
transporting the mower. 


A 360 degree field of view is very import- 
ant to operator safety when transporting 
the mower on city streets. The wing 
mowers on the Howard Price 180 lift 
straight up just behind the operator. 
These wings are high and create a seri- 
ous blind spot for the operator. 


The TORO 580 D wing mowers automat- 
ically rotate rearward and down, lower- 
ing the wing below the line of sight of 
the operator. There is a true 360 degree 
line of site on the TORO 580 D. This 
also places additional weight on the rear 
wheels for a more stable ride. This dra- 
matically reduces bucking" when brakes 
are applied. 


Good traction is important when operat- 
ing on slopes in Franke Park or Shoaff 
Park. The specification requires an auto- 
matic hydraulic weight transfer system. 
This is an extremely desirable system. 
Howard Price 180 has a manual spring 
transfer system which is much less re- 
sponsive than the automatic hydraulic 
weight transfer system. 


Equipment specification: 
How. not meet specifica- 


1) Fuel Tank: Specifications call for 28 
gal. capacity. Howard Price is 22 gallons. 


2) Tires: Front tires size specifications 
are 31 x 12.5-15 traction tire. Howard 
Price provides a smaller non-traction, 
(29x12.0 x 12). The larger tire equals 
better traction. 


3) Steering: Specifications calls for tilt 
wheel and tilt column. Howard Price of- 
fers only a tilt wheel. This affords less 
flexibility to the operator. Operator com- 
fort equals better operator performance. 


4) The specification requires a high 
range/low range ground speed control 
switch. Howard Price does not offer this. 
For a uniform production rate, it import- 
ant for the operator to maintain a uni- 
form speed control of the unit while 
mowing. | 

5) The specifications require test hydrau- 
lic test ports. 


Howard Price does not offer this. 


6) Electrical specification: 12 volt dual 
maintenance free batteries (2 1060 cold 
cranking amps. Important during cool 
weather engine start up. Howard Price 
has one battery @ 525 cold cranking 
amps. 


7) Cutting unit drive motor: Specifica- 
tions are 3300 psi @ 20 gpm. Howard 
Price is 2500 psi @ 20 gpm. Therefore 
the Howard Price drive motor is working 
much harder to pump 20 gpm. This re- 
sults in frequent pump burned outs and 
inadequate power to handle tall grass. 


8) Hydraulic reservoir specification: 40 
gallon with reservoir capacity of 32 gal- 
lons. Howard Price is equipped with 35 
gallons with 28 gallon reservoir. 


Less capacity means the oil is running 
hotter. This effects the pumps. Hydrauli- 
cally driven parts also operate slower 
with less hydraulic oil capacity. 


9) Automatic Weight Transfer specifica- 
tion. Automatically transfers weight 
from the cutting units to the traction 
unit. Howard Price has a manual spring. 
A less efficient system with greater po- 
tential of poor traction. 


10) Cutting Unit Construction specifica- 
tion: 10 gauge steel deck with 5.5” deep 
shell. Welded construction reinforced 
with 7 gauge plates and 10 gauge chan- 
nels. Howard Price mowing decks are 
not explained in their brochure or by the 
vendor. Howard Price decks are notori- 
ously poor performers. 


PRD Supervisors have personally in- 
spected and compared Howard Price 
mowing decks and TORO mowing 
decks. The Howard Price decks are fun- 
damentally weak in construction. The 
PRD presently owns two (2) Howard 
Price 60 inch riding rotary mowers. The 
decks on both units had to be replaced 
after the first year of operation. 


This mowing deck is essentially the 
same deck for the Howard Price 180 ri- 
ding rotary. 

Ironically, owners of Howard Price 180's 
supplied as references by Howard Price 
Co., expressed similar experience and 
disappointment with this weak and light 
constructed mowing deck. 


11) Anti-scalp Device specification: The 

specification call for an anti-scalp cup on 
each blade. Howard Price does not offer 
this feature. 


12) Front Cutting Unit Specification: 
Triflex type 92 inch width of cut. Front 
caster wheel to be 13x5. semi-pneu- 
matic. Howard Price front deck is a 72" 
ridged mowing deck. 


A triflex mowing deck outperforms rigid 
decks by following ground contours. 
There is less scalping and therefore a bet- 
ter end product. The result is simply a 
better quality of cut. 


The Howard Price front caster deck is 
10x3.5 semi-pnuematic. A larger up front 
mowing deck is preferred because of 
ease of trimming. This produces smaller 
wing units which aids in maneuverability 
while wings are lowered and in opera- 
tion. Smaller wings when folded up do 


` not block the operator's view while trans- 


porting down the street. 


13) Spindles: The Toro 580-D and all 
other Toro rotary mowing units contain a 
rugged cast steel spindle equipped with 
roller bearings. The Howard Price 180 
contains an inferior spindle constructed 
with a steel tube reinforced with welded 
steel gussets. HP uses standard ball 
bearing races. Spindle replacement (and 
associated materials and labor cost) is 
dramatically reduced with the Toro de- 
sign. The PRD has hands-on experience 
with both types of spindles. 


14) Outboard Cutting Unit Specification: 
Width of cut to be 57 inches. Howard 
Price 180 mowing wing is 72 inches. It is 
very difficult to control a larger wing 
mower. 


15) Trimming and Maneuverability speci- 
fication: Cut a mowing path of 16 ft. and 
trim less than 18 inches. Trim around a 
90 degree corner and turn 180 degree 
back on track leaving no uncut grass. 


Howard Price has a trimming ability of 
10 feet turning radius with a 5 foot 

uncut circle. Note: the trimming ability 
and maneuverability of the mower is cru- 
cial to the PRD's mowing operation. 

This is a very important component of 
the bid specification. 


16) Road Travel Equipment specification: 
Specification calls for directional lights, 
stop lights and a horn. Howard Price of- 
fers does not offer this. 


17) Specifications asked vendors to sub- 
mit a price comparison on their parts in- 
ventory. 


Howard Price was SIGNIFICANTLY 
higher in unit price (see attached 
sheet).The higher individually parts cost 
of the Howard Price unit adds signifi- 
cantly to the operational cost of the How- 
ard Price 180 mower. In addition, the 
total parts replacement cost over the life 
of the machine is substantially more for 
the HP than for the Toro unit.

- Their large mowed area took 20 man 
hours using a Toro 72" mower (2). Their 
Toro 580D now does it in does it in 4 
hours. 


- Have owned the machine for three 
years. 


- Are very pleased with it's performance. 


- Their machine was one of the first 580- 
D's to be made. 


- They had some minor problems (bugs) 
which have since been worked out. 


Problems included hydraulic leaks, and 
front caster wheel problems. Toro re- 
placed the wheel with a different style 
caster and they have had no further 
problems. 


- He mentioned that he would not own 
a Jacobsen or Howard Price because 
they were not as maneuverable for trim- 
ming. Also, these mowers do not have a 
2 speed axle for over-the-road transport. 
He said you can immediately tell the dif- 
ference when driving down the street. 


- He suggested we ask for a total cost of 
repair parts in our specs. He said that 
Toro overall parts replacement was 
much lower in cost.

COMMENTS: 


- Have reduced their mowing cycle from 
two weeks to a one week cycle. They 
mow 1800 acres at 35 sites. 


- "We love it and could not live with out it." 


- The maintenance problem they had 
was with the front caster wheel. They 
installed the new style wheel and have 
had no problems since. 


- Mentioned that they would never buy 
a Jacobsen (HR. 15) because it cannot 
do what the Toro can. It does not ma- 
neuver like the Toro. 


- "We have had no major break downs". 
However he feels his particular unit may 
be burning too much oil. 


- They have owned theirs for two years.

They put two of their 
Toro 580D's in there and it took only 45

- They have had no major maintenance 
problems with the machine and said 
they could not operate now without 
them.

- He mows rough areas with it and has 
no problems. 


- Has a lot of wet areas which the 
mower can handle easily. 


- He was able to eliminate one employee. 


- Past operation consisted of two John 
Deere tractors with mowers and two 72" 
Toro riding mowers. 


- He operates now with one Toro 580D 
and the two riding mowers. He is getting 
rid of one John Deere tractor and saving 
the other for different work. 


- He bought his machine in 1990. 


- To convince his board to buy the 
mower, He kept a time study on mow- 
ing his sites and made a video.

- They were not pleased with the How- 
ard Price or how it was constructed.

- Pagnon said they owned smaller How- 
ard Price units and were not happy with 
how well they held up. He said they 
were a cheap mower. They refuse to 
buy them anymore. 


- They used to mow with Mott flail mow- 
ers and Woods 80" mowers. 


- They mow 2,500 acres out of 8,600 
acres. 


- Pagnon said that the Department is 
very pleased with the TORO 580D. 

They have had no major mechanical 
problems at all. He reported that his me- 
chanics complained about the TORO's 
are too complicated. However, they re- 
ally don't know that to be true because 
they have not had a reason to work on 
one yet. The mowers are running fine. 


- The TORO 580D operates fine on 
slopes and it mows tall grass no prob- 
lem. He mentioned that they have 
meadows that are mowed once a year. 
They just finished mowing the meadows 
in December and the TOROs did an ex- 
cellent job. 


- Reported that when they bought the 
10 TORO 580D units it reduced mowing 
time by 30%.

Price parts cost and the weak mowing 
deck problem.

- They used to mow parks with flails and 
gang mowers. 


-They own thirty TORO 72" riding mow- 
ers on a lease. They plan on turning 
mowers over ever three year.

- S. Washington Schools owns both How- 
ard Price 180 and TORO 580D mowers. 
Owns (1) H.P. 180 and (2) TORO 580D. 


- Wick says the Howard Price 180 is 
definitly not as good as the TORO 580D. 
They will not buy anymore H.P. 180's. 


- He said the TORO 580D is much more 
maneuverable. 


- One problem they had with H.P. 180 
was that Service from Howard Price was 
poor. They waited a long time for parts. 
Parts were expensive. 


- Wick said that Howard Price has 
bragged about how they have not had to 
change the design of the H.P. 180. 


- Wick felt that was a poor policy be- 
cause any competative company should 
continually be working on im- 
provements. He reported that from his 
observations, the changes that HP did 
make were in responce to im- 
porvements made by Toro to thier 
580D.

well.- Capolli recommended | talked to 
Wheeling Park District. 


Observation: 


- He needed a snow blower which 
TORO does not have. 


- A key point: | asked him if he was fa- 
miliar with the TORO 580D.

Price 180 is that the decks are weak. He 
said "we are always caving in the decks". 
He felt that the decks were cheaply 
made. 


- He also had problems with the pulley 
coming loose and damaging the spindles. 


- He said PARTS ARE TOO EXPENSIVE. 


- Otto said that the reason the District 
owns H.P. 180 is that they first bought 
these types of mowers in 1985.
